WITH GOLD 


Asphaltum Mixed With 


Tailings from Eng- 


lish Mill. 


Yesterday Contractors Gilmore 


Falrchilds began laying the binder 
i 
couise for the asphaltum paving on 
Commercial Row. Work is progress- 
ing rapidly and in less than a week 
the street will be ready for the surface 
coating. 


Over fifty men are employed and 


they are working like automata. The 
compact but ponderous c.team roller 
glides about every direction and fairly 
polishes the surface of the work. 


It Is Interesting to watch the prepa- 


ration of the paving material. 
The 


plant is located at the old lumber yard 
and Is perfect in all details of con- 
struction and efficiency. 


Foreman Bateman showed The Jour- 


nal reporter how the wheels go round. 


Sand and fine gravel for the binder 


course Is shoveled into four inclined 
drums which are revolved 
by steam 


power over jets of crude oil flame which 
heat the drums to 320 degrees and ef- 
fectually dry the fine gravel in a few 
seconds. 


After it passes out of the drier It is 


lifted by an endless chain elevator to a 
steel bin 37 feet high. 


As rapidly as required the gravel is 


fed into an automatic mixer which, by 
an ingenious contrivance, is fed with 
asphaltum. The latter material is kept 
at a certain temperature by a wood fur- 
nace. 


When the binder Is thoroughly mixed 


it Is fed Into a dumping wagon and 
hauled to its destination. 


Power for the mixing plant is sup- 


plied by two stationary engines. 


About tomorrow the final course will 


be prepared. Instead of gravel, tall- 
ngs from the English mill will be mix- 
ed with the asphaltum. 


As these tailings run well In the prec- 


ious metals Commercial Row will in 
certain sens" resemble the thorough- 
fares of New Jerusalem, that It will 
be paved. In part, with gold.

HE last report of Pension Commissioner Evans 
does not indicate any loss of vigor in his pro- 


tection of the treasury against the plundering army 
of pension attorneys, solicitors and drummers, who 
are pfactically licensed by the government with the 
promise of $25 for each claim allowed. He seems 
none the worse toi the battle that has been waged 
against him, bin continues to show up the disgust- 
ing persistency of the "young veterans" of the 
Spanish war who so willingly lend themselves to 
these sharks, and the facts he furnishes, acre than 
vindicate him in his course. 


His report shows that more than 20 per cent of 


the soldiers engaged in the Spanish war were beg- 
ging for pentions within three years after the war, 
and that alone is enough to prove the rottenness of 
the system that is tolerated if not actually encour- 
aged by the government. Not one-filth of the ap- 
plications can be honest, and what a mockery of 
patriotic pretentions and what a revelation they are 
of the wholly indefensible principles upon which 
the system rests. What a contrast is the conduct of 
the latter-day "veterans" to that of the soldiers of 
the civil war, who in seven years after the close of 
the contest numbered only six per cent of those en- 
gagedi on the application roll for governmental re- 
lief. The commissioner believes that the increase 
is due to the number of pension attorneys. 
It is 


stated that returning transports have been met at 
San Francisco by these land sharks, who surround- 
ed the men until, to escape their importunities 
zaauy were driven into filing pension applications. 
Of course the $25 for each claim allowed was the 
sole motive of the shysters and the more clients 
they can drag into their nets the greater their re- 
ward. 


Mr. Evans suggests as a remedy for the abuse 


;iiat tiaveling boards be appointed to consist of two 
medical examiners, one attorney and a steiiograph- 
ei. He proposes that twice a yeai these boards 
meet at county seats, giving those who seek pen- 
sions ample notice. In this way unbiased testimo- 
ny can be secured and impartial reports made in 
each "case. 


To the credit of President Roosevelt, it is auth- 


oritive stated that he will retain Commissioner Ev- 
ans in office, despite the vicious warfare made on him 
by pension attorneys and "veterans for revenue on- 
ly." 
The course of the President in thus recogniz- 


ing the efficiency and integrity of a faithful official 
will be gratifying to the mass of the people, irre- 
spective of party, and also to the r'-at heroes of the 
rebellion and the war with Spain.

Every 
outsider visiting Germany is lepmted to ihe police, 
both on arrival and when lie dep.ut; 
Boarding 


house keepers and hotels aie required to report the 
movements of their guests to the police.
